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A GERMAN ON ENGLAND. 


‘Those who care to attempt the task of find- 
ing out themselves how England stands to-day 
will be helped by the “Candid Impressions” 
published im the National Keview by a German 
resident in England. ‘The German resident 
gives his impressions ; he asks no one to take 
them for gospel ; they supply questions which 
an Englishman may raise and may set himself 
to answer. ‘The German observer thinks that 
in England the young generation is growing 
up indifferent to the duties itizenship ; that 
the schools are ast fault, if that the public 
schools while they cultivate character neglect 
intellect, and that the elementary schools, 
while they cherish intellect within a limited 
range ignore character. He thinks that the 
working class lacks the sense of respect, clean- 
liness, punctuality, and obedience which in 
Germany are given by military service. The 
workmen, he observes, read little but sporting 
news, and though they earn high wages equan- 
der the money ori unworthy objects. He thinks 
English municipal government incompetent 
and extravagant. German towns seem to him 
to have government by knowledge and foresight, 
English towns to be governed by ignorance 
and hand-to-mouth expedients. As for the 
Army he rays: “You talk of your voluntary 
service, but the real truth, as you know 
perfectly well, is that the calling of a soldier 
in the ranks is so despised that these ‘‘volun- 
teers” are recraited only by the pressure of 
hanger,” and he contrasts the British surren- 
ders in South Africa with the fact that the 
Japanese and Russians fighting in exactly the 
same conditions never surrender. “When you 
have not even courage to protect your own 
merchant shipping or fishermen you can scarce- 
ly wonder that our German shipping is growing 
fast, or that, from artisan to Monarch, -we 
realise that your rule of the sea is over and 
that Germany's future lies on the water.” .. . 
“You do not seem to realise that a nation 
which bas not character enough and’ strength 
of will to make proper preperations for war, 
with the émall amount of personal discomfort 
and sacrifice which they involve, will certainly 
be found wanting in patriotism and devotion 
when the actual conflict ccmes.... As for 
your Empire, it appears to me as unstable as 
a house of cards. A single hard posh fiom a 
Great Power would bring it down, because of 
the want of patriotism of your people.” There 
dre acme of the German résident’s impression’.
